TARY, TO HAVE VICE MIN HOGEN, AMB. YASUKAWA AND AMERICAN AFEAIRS 
BUREAU DIRECTOR OKAWARA PLUS INTERPRETER (NUMATA) ATTEND. IE 
SECRETARY WISHES TO RESTRICT MEETING TO PRINCIPALS PLUS ONE 
OTHER AND INTERPRETERS, EONOEF MIGHT SUGGEST HOGEN OR OKAWARA 
PARTICIPATE WITH MINISTER ON JAPANESE SIDE RATHER THAN YASUKAWA,

PRETER. WE SAID US SIDE WOULD BE COMPRISED ONLY OF SECRETARY

WE EMPHASIZED THAT WHILE SECRETARY HAPPY TO DISCUSS MONETARY

EUKADA SAID THAT THEY WOULD LIKE TO HAVE AMB. YASUKAWA, AMERI- 
CAN AEEAIRS BUREAU DIRECTOR OKAWARA, AND SOMEWONE FROM MID-EAST 
BUREAU ATTEND MEETING. OKAWARA'S PRESENCE ESSENTIAL FROM EON- 
OEF POINT OF VIEW SINCE HE WOULD BE ONLY TOKYO MINISTRY OFFICIAL 
PRESENT. ME SPECIALIST NOT ESSENTIAL. IN ADDITION PRIME MINI- 
STER'S PRIVATE SECRETARY (KIUCHI) MAY BE PRESENT BUT NOT PARTI- 
CIPATE. EUKADA SAID THAT IF SECRETARY HAS STRONG WISHES ABOUT 
SIZE THEY MIGHT BE ABLE TO REDUCE IT BUT AT MINIMUM YASUKAWA 
AND OKAWARA SHOULD BE PRESENT. HE SAID THAT TANAKA PARTICULARLY 
WANTED TO DISCUSS MID-EAST SITUATION AND OIL SUPPLY PROBLEM 
"IN LIGHT OF THE VERY SERIOUS EFFECTS THAT IT IS HAVING ON 
JAPAN".

- EUKADA SAID THAT THE GAIMUSHO
